THE queen' LETTEU ON THE S0L£NT 
COLLISION. 

The Telegraph severely criticises the 
letter writinj^ by Lord Exeter in the 
Queen's name on the above affuir.s. 
"Is it to be understood,"it asks, "that 
upon'the-firsfc appearance of the Royal 
standard on the Solent every pleasure 
craft is to let her maiusheel lly and 
Bcud away from the course monopolis- 
ed by Prince Leiuingeu and Captain 
Welch ? Are the owners of tho best- 
handled craft in the world to be ad- 
monished like children that it is dan- 
gerous to lay a sailing vessel under 
the bows of a steamer, and that thoy 
are not to drown themselves and their 
female relatives any more out of a rude 
curiosity to see the Queen? And above 
all, are they to be told this under cover 
of her Majesty's command, when, on 
the face of it, the Queen would never, 
of|;her own knowledge wound to tho 
quick the mourners of tho late catas- 
trophe, nor stigmatise all onrners of 
the yachts so severely as is hero done? 
We may all be perfectly certain that, 
remembering tho poignant and sym- 
pathising grief which her ^lajosty dis- 
played for the victims of tho collision, 
it is entirely impossible for her to have 
infcSjBcLBd to reverse, e'ven indirectly, 
tbe'fiiU credence which tho jury gave 
to Mr. Heywood, or to promulgato 
as the rule that all yachts ought to 
keep at a distance whoncvcr she aj)- 
poars. That edict is, in truth, not in 
the least like the Queen, who is proud 
of her popularity, and glad to encour- 
age the sen tastes of her people; but 
it is only too like the sort of thing 
which ornamental ollloors of tho court 
might wish to sco published in order 
to take away tho effect of a damaging 
verdict. In this view — which cannot 
butbe beld by every yaohtman of 
spirit who* received that astonishing 
missive from Loid Exotor— we repeal 
what wo liavo said, namely, that to 
have advised tho Queen to Hauction 
such a circular, or to have obtained in 
ai)y way ;the Royal name of it, was an 
indecorum, and a betrayal of the natu- 
ral confidence and kindness of hor 
Majesty. Tho jury desired that Royal 
yachts should in future go slowly when 
the waters were crowded; the Court 
Secretary responds by ordering that 
tho woters shall be cleared. Instead 
of diminishing the^serious blame which 
the Portsmouth verdict conveyed, 
this communication will only irritato 
every yachl-ownur along thfi coast, 
and assure to tlie Ijci'caved owner of 
the Mistletoe a now sympathy." 

THE KIGIITY-O.VK TO.N lil'N. 

The trial of the eighty-one ton gun 
has taken place at tho butts within 
Wbohvioh. Arsenal. The weight of 
th'tfihi^t first fired was 1,250 pounds, 
and the charge of powder l!)(l poiindn. 
It took twelve men to lam iho charge 
homo, and tho shot was clovatcd to 
mouth of tho gun by hydraulic ajipara- 
tuB, .. The gun was fired by means of 
eleotrioity. It was found that tho 
shot had^erietrated 46 feet of sand, 
and that tho gun had a recoil of 23 i 
feet- A aecond shot was lirod with a 
obf.rgo o( 190 pouiulH. Tho distance 
of jjonotratiou was over 51) feet, ami 
tho recoil 32 feet. Tho ex[)ei imeiits 
w*t*iittended with groat success, and 
iuf%(i^ 'tfOAi detoctbd. Au immouBo 
oloud of smoke rolled over the Thames 



while the loose sand was thrown up 

like a huge waterspout. An amusing 
evidence of the creat size of tho gun 
appeared in consequence of the break- 
ing of a small rammer which was put 
in.. Part of it remained in the bore, 
and one of tho gunners, who was a 
slight man , volunteered to go in tho 
muzzle in tho fashion of a chimney 
sweep. This he did, and a ropo being 
tied round him, ho was drawn out in 
triumph with tho offending splinter. 
The powder, so called, ia like noth- 
ing so much as well picked pieces of 
coal, such as Jlr. liox in tho time- 
honoured farce calls his "nubbly ones. ' 
Every grain is at least au inch and a 
half square, or as large as thoso pecu- 
liar paving stones named ' 'Birming- 
ham kidneys." 

The Dai/ij Nein ob.sorvos: — "As it at 
present stands, this giant gun is, with- 
out doubt, the most powerful in the 
world; and although we hear of the 
Italians and other nations having 
ordered the manufacture of weajions 
weighing 100 or 110 tons, these are 
not yet iu existence, and very likely, 
by the time they have boon made by 
Sir William Armstrong, another and 
more ponderous weapon still, of 150 
tons, will be ready for proof at Wool- 
wich. There is, however, much to be 
done in the matter of working such 
heavy muzzle-loaders with fa(;ility, 
and it will require all the ingenuity of 
tho managing officers of the iioyal 
Carriage Department to keep under 
control these mighty engines of war 
when in action." 



Coal. 

Nova Scotia sent to the United 
States m 1874 only 2G3,268 tons of 
coal. Canada imported from the 

United States in the same year 011,- 
901 tons. Canadian coal going into 
the United States has to pay a duty of 
75 cents a ton in gold; Uiiiteil States 
coal is admitted into this country free 
of duty. The Nova Sootia miners find 
difficulty in sendmg their coal to the 
United States market subject to tho 
duty now imposod, and they have 
been holding meetings to discover 
some means to improve their condi- 
tion. A very easy plan would bo to 
have the Unitad States duty removed, 
but that is beyond our control , as the 
Government of that country prefers to 
tax its citizens 75 cents a ton on coal 
for the sake of preserving the home 
market for its own producers. Tho 
Montreal "Gazette," which is just 
now an advocate of pi'otection, sug- 
gests that a nominal duty of 5 per 
cent, should be placed byour Govern- 
ment upon American coal as a stand- 
ing protest against tho duty the Ameri- 
cans impose on Canadian coal. 

The proposal would scarcely be tol- 
erated hy Ontario, wjaich is the largest 
consumer of American coal. The car- 
riage is now one of the main items in 
the cost of coal as it is hud down to 
the consumer, and it is not pretended 
that, with a protective duty of 5 per 
cent. Nova Scotia could compete with 
Ohio and Pennsylvania for the supply 
of Ontario; as it is we are paying about 
$8 a ton for coal delivered iu tins city, 
and other cities of Ontario coniiilain 
of an equal i-ate maintained by com- 
biuationa of dealers. A 5 per cent, 
import duty means an addition of 
from IJO to 50 cents on tho price of 
every t(jn which roaches the consumor, 
and tho Government . wouhl not bo 
sustainoil in any stiq) wliicb would 
lM(jdaco such an elToct. Reciprocity 
111 the coal trade would be fair to both 
parties, and the United States would 
havo least cause to complain since it 
exports a greater quantity than it ini- 
[lorts. However, failing that, a retalia- 
tory policy cannot lju tlioiiglit of m 
this connection, unless Canada ia ready 
to follow a bad example by taxing one 
part of her i)opulation to support an- 
other part. Even then our magiiill- 
cent distances are a;.;aiiist us, fiu' the 
import duty would not greatly enlarge 
Nova Scotia's homo market, and 5 per 
cent, is too much to pay for a senti- 
mental "standing protest." — London 
(Ont.) Adv.

Wild Animals. 



The redaotiou of . tbe' premium paid 
on wol-vos and panthers from $10 to 
|5, was one of the miataken acts 
ol a Miuistrj the very formation of 
wliioh waa a mistake, and all of whose 
aots, from the day on whioh it was 
formed down to the day on -which it 
was trounced at the Island polls, have 
been a succossion of errors. With a 
premium of $10 for every head of a 
wolf or panther killed, the country 
pooplo were induced to turn out and 
hunt tbo "varmint," They could 
alYord to do it. But a roduction of the 
prflraium to $5 practically put un end 
to hunting tlieni, and if ono is brought 
to town now it has been killed wbilat 
depredating among *^^bo stock of bomo 
farmer. The consequence of Ihia re- 
laxation of etVort is that woIvch and 
panthers are increasing to an alarm- 
ing extent, and loud and frequent in 
the cry from the farming settlonionts 
that atock is being destroyed because 
there is no ono who can atVord (in con- 
eequonce of tbo suiallness of the pre- 
mium) to boat the bush for wild ani- 
mals. Metchosin, especially, is a 
great sufi'erer from the deijredatioua of 
wolvea and j^anthers, who are particu- 
larly fond of mutton and lamb, and 
revel almost undisturbed on juicy car- 
cases nightly. Occasionnlly, as wo 
have said, a destroyer is shot; but the 
slayer seldom deems it worth his while 
to travel 16 or.20 miles with the head 
to claim 56. The bounty of ?10 should 
be restored. "We cannot see what 
good purpose it served to remove it. 
The Government are always pluming 
themselves on good roads; but of what 
avail are good roads to the farmer if 
tha country is so infested with fero- 
cious animals as te render the tenure 
of a settler in his stock of the most 
uncertain character ? 



In re the Qiiesnel Bridge. 

The Government organ contradicts 
our statement that Mr. Adams has 
oome down to suggest an alteration in 
the Quesnel Bridge plan. Well, all 
we have got to say is that our state- 
ment as to one of the objects of Mr, 
Adams' mission to Victoria was based 
on Mr. Adams' own statement, made 
not alone to the Editor of this pajior, 
but to at least one other i^arty. 
With respect to the bridge being in 
the wrong place we never sajd that we 
had been informed to that efl'ect, (wo 
certainly were not so told by Mr. 
Adams,) but we did say that in the 
opinion of Mr. Conway Scott and 
others competent to judge of .such 
things the location was not a 
good ono. The organ further states 
that Mr. Adams' "visit to Victoria is 
neither directly nor indirectly connect- 
ed with a modification or correction 
of the plan of the bridge, but in re- 
ference to quite a difi'erent matter." 
Wo repeat that Mr. Adams has made 
an application to the Lands & Works 
for a "modification or correction" and 
that that fact is as well known to the 
W|it^rin the organ as to us. ■

The Diamond Eook-Drill, lataly im- 
ported from England by the Vancouver 
Coal Company, for the purpose of putting 
down bores in this neighborhood, auo- 
cossfully commenced oi)orationa on Mon- 
day afternoon. The scene of its 
labor for tho jirosont is on the 
the Esplanade, just beyond the rosideuco 
of J. Brydon, Ebu. After running tho 
engine (which is a neat and compact hori- 
zontal engine of 8 horsepower — doing its 
work withont jar or exertion) for a f ow 
minutes, steam was turned on to the 
drilling maohine at 17 minutes past 6 o'- 
clock and the boring was continued until 
6 o'clock, when it was found that tlio ilrill 
had bored tlirough 'J5 inches of tho bard 
aandstono of this rugion -the boring of 2 
fool baing dono in 10 miuut(!s. Tiio bor- 
ing tube was thou taken up and a core of 
the hard eaudstoue taken therefrom. The 
core was close on three inches in diame- 
ter and had parted at each layer of the 
rock — one piece being about live inches, 
another about four inches, and tho remain- 
der averaged about an inch apiece. 

By this system of boring, a solid core 
of the strata is brought up from tlie strata 
perforated. By the old system the debris 
was brought from the hole in small par- 
ticles and had to bo dried and assorted 
before it could be inspected. 

'I'lio niiicliino was put up by Mr. Mo- 
Kiiy, a inaetiCiil and tlioroughly oxiier- 
ionced oiigiuoor, engage'd in iMiglaml to 
come to to tliis Province to superintend 
its working, and ho ia conlideut that when 
ovorything is in good working order it 
will horo one inch per minute through 
similar roek. Thi^ is tlio first machine 
of tho kind on this Coast, and will co:il 
tho Vancouver Coal Conipany, by tlii! 
time everything is properly arranged, 
over jjlD.diK). 

Tho following is a general description 
of tho machine. 

The niachinerv employed isathorough- 
\y engineering piece of work, wood bav- 
in;; boon abandoned for iron, and every- 
tliui^- being designed and wrongbt, in 
thorougli workmanlike style. Tho stag 
ing is made of strong 11 iron, and tho 
rotatory power working the drill is con- 
veyed by shaft and bevel whool gear from 
an eight-horse power eugino. The bor- 
ing-rod is nnulo of sin-foot lengths of 
hollow tube screwed together, and pass- 
ed through a larger iron tube or "quill," 
on the under sulo of which are throe 
grips, wliicli on being screwed up grasp 
tho rods lirmly and eompell them to ro- 
tate with the quilJ. On tbo top of tho 
boring-rod is placed a water-union, join- 
ed to a forcepump by means of a ilcxible 
hole. By this means water is constantly 
forced down through tho interior of tlie 
boring-rod, iiiul llowing round tho ring 
of diamonds keeps it cool, at tbo same 
time tho eurrent rising e.'cternally to tin.' 
boring-rod, between It and the sides of 
the bore-hole, brings up the tine mud 
worn from tbo rock by the action of tho 
dnli, and thus cleanses it from deposits 
of any kind, the debris being constantly 
carried ott' by the stream flowing away 
from tho top of tbo bore-bolo. 

Tho boring rirg is a abort piece of stout 
soft stool tulio, 3'^ inch external diameter 
into the lower end and margin of whicli 
soma ten or twelve rough dark diamonds 
known under the Spanish name of car- 
bonato, from two to four or more carats 
each, are inserted in Ruitablo holes bored 
in tho steel, the metal lieing afterwards 
caulked up close over thom. Tliisannu- 
lus is afterwards screwed on to the lower 
length of tho boring rod or eoro-lul)o — 
tbo core being about '2 '^ inches in diam- 
eter, and ia turned out round and smooth 
like a pillar. There are balance weights 
neatly i)rovidod ns counterpoises to the 
boring-rod, so that the jiressure may be 
varied from, say MO to 8UU pounds, ac- 
cording to the pressure best suited to the 
nature of the rock to be cut. The speed 
vanes also in like manner generally from 
100 to 250 revolutions per minute. The 
drawing of a broken boring-rod is very 
(]Uickly and ingeniously accomplished — 
a rod with a coiiieul serewtap is let down 
and simply .screwed into tho broken tube 
and so both are drawn up together. In 
lh(3 imttiug down of blasting holes, \y.\v- 
ticularly under water, tbo diamond drill 
is a most valuable instrument; — in some 
of these operations tho depths attained 
are ver_y considerable. In seeking for 
coal this mode of prospecting will, with- 
out doubt, bo very largely em]iloyod, not 
(jiily on account lA tho loss cost than 
eliaftsinking, but also liecaiiso of the 
groat rapidity with which tho work can 
by carried out. 

The other gearing about tho apparatus 
is for lowering ane raising the rods by 
power. It consists of a "crab," and tho 
raising and lowering is done by means of 
a chain or rope passing over a pulley at- 
tached to shear legs across the hole.

Tlio Turret Ship Tiiunderoi . 

TllIAL OF NEW HYDRAULIC 
MACHINERY. 

(From the Btaua»rd, Sept. 17.) 

"The Thnndereri 4 armour-plated turret 
ship. Staff Commander Silas Vicary,went 
out of Portsmouth Harbor on Tuesday 
and anchored at Hpitliead, and on Wod- 
uosduy proceeded outside tho eastora end 
of tho Isle of Wight for tho purpose of 
trying Sir William Armstrong and Co.'s 
potent hydraulic machinery, which has 
been recently applied to the two 38-tOD 
guns in the fore turret of the Thunderer. 
In tho aft turret are two 30-toii guns, 
which are still worked according to the 
old system. Tho hydraulic maohiiiery is 
the invoution of Mr. Itondall, a membor 
of tho firm, who wa.? present nt the trial, 
and ho must have beou more than satislV 
od at tho gratifying results obtained. It 
may now bo safely asserted that the day 
of loading and firing guns by tho old sys- 
tem has passed away. Tho Thunderer 
was in charge of Captain Waddilovo, su- 
perintendout of tho steam roBorvo at Ports- 
mouth, and tlio machinery in charge of 
Chief Engineer Slado and staft'. Among 
oflicors on board woro Rear Admiral Boys, 
director of naval ordnance; Captain Bran- 
doth, of the ExooUent, gunnery ship at 
Portsmouth; and Captains Singer and 
Fisho)', of the navnl torpedo committee. 
A party of seamen gunners had been on 
bourii tho vessel for a fortnight previous- 
ly engaged iu training for working the 
hydraulic maciiinory. Some piolimiuary 
firing took place before dinner, and the 
trial commenced at a quarter past one 
o'clock, Tho loading and firing of the 
two ;i8 ton guns, as well as tho elevation 
and rloin'ossipn were efl'ected ontiroly by 
tho hydraulic machinery. The shots tlrod 
woro 70()tt) in weight, withllOlb charge 
of powder. Tho ship was under steam 
throughout tho firing, which was at a 
target at various ranges. The working of 
tho guns by hydraulic machinery as 
against those worked by hand was strong- 
ly in favor of the former; tlio ovorugn 
time bc'tweou each shot of tho tiring by 
hydraulic power was about two minutes 
only. Insido the tiirretH tho concussion 
was soarcoly perceptible, but outside it 
was rather severely felt, The firing by 
hand was not intended as a competition 
agaiiiEt hydraulic power, but wos nn- 
dertaken for the purpose of showing 
that it might be worked in combination, 
in case of an accident, without difficulty. 
Tho firing couclndod about three o'clock, 
and tho f huuderer returned to Spithead. 
The force of tho wind was about 4, with 
a moderate sea, which was not felt on 
boa7d. The whole of the loading, run- 
ning in and out, depressing and clovating 
was done by hydraulic machinery, whilst 
the turret was revolved by a pair of steam 
engines of about 15-horse power. Tho 
weight of tho two 38 ton gnus, carriagea, 
and turret is about 330 tons, and this 
enormous mass can now bo manipulated 
with tlie greatest easo. Tbo accuracy of 
the firing was remarkable, the jib of the 
target having been carried away at tho 
second shot. It was universally i)ro- 
nouncod that tho trial was in every res- 
pect satisfactory, and it is rumored that 
in about a fortnight another trial will 
take place, when the Lords of the Admi- 
ralty will bo present.
